They  may  then  be 
set  in  a  cool  light  place  until  the  flower  spikes  have  developed,  when  they  may  be  placed 
wherever  they  are  wanted.

Lilies  are  benefited  by  shade  about  the  roots  and  stems, 
but  do  not  do  well  with  shade  about  their  heads,  so  should

TO  MAKE  A  LAWN — Spade  deeply,  adding  commercial 
fertilizer,  sheep  manure  or  other  organic  fertilizers  which  con¬ 
tain  no  weed  seeds.  Rake  to  the  desired  grade  and  water 
thoroughly  to  settle  the  soil  evenly.  If  this  preparation  is 
made  two  weeks  in  advance  of  sowing.  The  surface  weed 
seeds  will  have  germinated  and  may  be  removed.

Water 
thoroughly,  but  avoid  applying  too  much  in  one  place  to 
form  puddles,  which  may  float  the  seed  and  mulch  into  low 


spots.  Sprinkle  daily  until  seed  is  germinated,  and  when  the 
grass  has  grown  about  one  or  two  inches,  pull  all  weeds  and 
mow.  To  maintain  a  deep  velvety  green  turf  apply  a  good 
commercial  fertilizer  three  or  four  times  a  year. 

For  steep  banks  or  slopes,  burlap  is  sometimes  used  in¬ 
stead  of  mulch.  It  keeps  the  surface  moist  and  prevents 
washing.  Remove  the  burlap  as  soon  as  the  seed  germinates.

Unless  otherwise  specified,  6  bulbs  of  any  one  variety  will  be  supplied  at  the  rate  for  12; 
50  at  the  100  rate,  and  250  of  a  variety  at  the  rate  for  1000. 

We  prepay  charges  within  the  4th  zone  on  all  bulbs  listed  in  this  catalog. 

HOW  TO  HANDLE  BULBS  WHEN  THROUGH  BLOOMING 

Spring  flowering  bulbs  may  be  left  in  the  ground  after  blooming  provided  they  are  in  an 
isolated  place  where  they  can  remain  dry  throughout  the  summer,  but  in  most  gardens  the  space 
is  too  limited  to  warrant  this  as  continuation  of  bloom  is  desired.  If  this  is  the  case,  it  is  advisable 
to  lift  the  bulbs  carefully  after  they  are  through  blooming,  preferably  a  few  weeks  later,  and 
transplant  them  closely  together  in  any  convenient  comer  of  the  garden.  Give  them  one  good 
watering  and  let  them  remain  until  the  foliage  has  died  down  completely,  at  which  time  the  bulbs 
will  be  fully  ripened  and  can  be  dug  and  stored  away  in  shallow  trays  in  a  cool,  airy  place  until 
the  proper  time  to  set  them  out  again.  Never  cut  off  the  foliage  when  green  as  this  will  weaken 
the  bulbs  and  often  prevent  them  from  blooming.  If  bulbs  are  left  in  the  ground  after  the  bloom¬ 
ing  season,  where  other  plants  are  growing,  they  may  rot  or  fail  to  bloom  the  following  season 
as  they  will  not  have  the  proper  rest.
